"Oberat RUPEE, ex-Luftwaffe ace, distinguished himself particularly in 
tbs destruction of Russian tanks in aerial export of (terman Infantry, daapita 
tba loss of one lag in combat* Ha baa bean la Argentina since 1948 and la 
officially enployed by tba Argentine Government as test pilot and inspector 
of all planes purchased by or operated by that government. However, hla an* 
ployaent is limited in aoope due to tbe fact that Argentina does not have tbe 
financial nc?M to purchase many aircraft nor tbe industry with which to 
produce and cave lop planes. 



"RUPEE arrived in Germany along about early October 1950 and spent 
about four weeks touring Western Germany} be left Germany about 8 Hovenber 
for Switzerland, 



"RUPEE is very idealistic and possesses strong faoist tendencies and 
beliefs. During bis tour through Western Germany ha aade a nunbar of spaaobea 
to selected groups of influential friends, acquaintances and students, dlreoted 
st encouraging tbs Germans not to offer any resistance to any aggression from 
tbe 'East', arguing that it would require at least one hundred well-equipped 
and trained divisions to repel any such aggression and that tba Western Power* 
were not in a position to supply adequate protection for Western Germany, Ho 
also expressed views to the effeot that it was no longer possible to attack 
Russia proper from tho air in daylight raids, and that the Russians were well 
equipped with many short-range jet fighters capable of g aining 15,000 meters 
altitude within four minutes after takeoff. 



"RUPEE appeared to be well supplied with money - far above that whiob 
he could be expected to drew from the Argentine Government in bis present 
position. He professed to be non-communist but it is strongly suspected that 
he is being financed and used by undercover communist organizations.

sympathy with his views*

(a) With regard to RUDEL's statement that at leaet 100 divisions would be 
required to safeguard Western Germany from Soviet aggression, members of CQMKAV- 
FORGER'* Naval Historical Team have beard thie same estimate from various other 
sources in Schleswig-Holstein which they believe to have been originated by RUDBL* 
NHT considers that RUDEL - who used an assumed name in Germany, u n k n own to them - 
has started e dangerous trend of thought in influential circles in Western Germany* 

(-} The person responsible for arranging a meeting between RUDBL and thin 
of floe's source, was advised by the latter of the destructive influence of RUDEL's 
propaganda and that, if possible, the influenced groups of people bo Informed of 
tnat fallacy end apprised of the danger of RUDEL's views* 

(e) This office has instituted aotion with a vise towards determining the 
individuals and groups RUDEL may have contacted during his recent tour of Western
